Education funding reform is one of the top 
priorities of Gov. Jim Edgar, legislators and 
educators. 

And most agree that -any 
change in the way schools are 
funded must include property 
tax relief. = 

While the Illinois Constitu- 
tion gives the state primary }, 
re: msibility for financing 
public schools, the state’s por- 

-tiemof school funding has not 
exceeded that of local property 
taxes since 1976. And state 
funding of schools has consis- 
tently decreased since that time. 

“Nearly 60 cents of every dollar spent on our 
public schools comes from property taxes. That 
is not fair,’” Edgar said last month, emphasiz- 
ins that school funding reform is high on his 
agenda.

“‘The quality of education should not be 
based on geography,’’ said Madison School 
Superintendent Gary Allison. ‘‘Everybody 
should at least have the basics.”” 4 

Allison is a member of The Coalition for Fair 
School Funding, a coalition of organizations 
representing parents, teachers and administra- 
tors throughout the state proposing that a mini- 
mum. level of state s; nding: r-pupil be set 
and fhat the burden of schoo) Finds ig be shift- 
ed from local property taxes to state income 
tax revenues. 

The group has proposed increasing the indi- 
vidual state income tax to 4 ercent from 3 

ercent (and a corresponding corporate 
increase to 6.4 percent from. 4.8 percent) to 
finance public schools. 

Under the proposal, about half of the antici- 
pated $2.2 billion increase in revenue would fe 
to schools under a new state funding formula, 
while the other half would offset the proposed 
reduction in local property taxes. » 

The plan would also drastically revise and 
simplify the current formula used to determine 
the amount of state aid each public school dis- 
trict receives; and provide additional funds for 
“at-risk” students.

The 
woman, who is in her late 30s, 
called police about 4:10 a.m.

“Of course we're looki at 
that (link to the South Side 
rapist), and we’re going to 
check the DNA if at all i- 
ble,’’ Collinsville Assistant 
Police Chief Ed Delmore said. 
“And we think it’s possible.’’ 

While the victim was threat- 
ened with a knife, she was not 
cut or stabbed’ by the attacker, 
Delmore said. The attacker is 
believed to be about 6 feet tall 
with a medium build 

“And we still believe him to 
be a white male,’’ Delmore 
said. 

While that description is: def- 
initely in keeping with that of 
the South Side rapist, there is 
at least one immediate differ- 
ence in this case. 

“He was wearing a hood that 
covered his face,’’ Delmore 
said. ‘‘That’s not somethin; 
I've ever heard of (the Sou 
Side rapist) doing before, at 


least in our two cases.’’ 

The victim was treated and: 
released from a local hospital. 

At the crime scene, police 
discovered that the rapist had 
removed a screen and entered 
the home an unlocked’ 
window.

SIU approves 
hiring ‘think 
tank’ director 


The state’s beloved, bow-tied 
former senator officially 
became an SIU professor 
Thursday to a round of 
‘welcoming applause. 

The Board of Trustees of 
Southern Illinois University 
welcomed Makanda native 
Paul Simon at its monthly 
meeting. Members then 
formally approved his $120,000 
yearly contract as professor 
and director of an 
“action-oriented”’ think tank he 
is developing at the 
Carbondale campus. 

“He's off to 
a very fast 
and running 
start. He is 
bringing 
nation: 
Prominence to 
SIU,” said 
A.D. 
VanMeter Jr., 
chairman of 
the Board of 
Trustees. 


Simon, 68, said it is a 
pleasure to be on the 
Edwardsville campus and that 
he feels at home, having been 
instrumental in SIUE’s 
founding. He then addressed 
individual board members, 
Seseribing his history with 
eac! 





Paul Simon 


Simon has been in 
Carbondale about six weeks 
since his January retirement 
from the U.S. Senate. 

He served 22 years in 
Congress after a career of 
nearly 20 years as a 
newspaper editor and publisher 
in Troy. He also has written 
several books and lectured at 
two colleges. 


Simon now teaches 
journalism and political 
science at SIUC while he 
establishes the Public Policy 
Institute on campus. He plans 
to recruit-four former 

ublican and Democratic 
U.S. senators who, with the 
assistance of students, will 
study critical political’ issues. 

Simon emphasized that this 

“ think tank will try to initiate 
action on the issues while 
getting students ‘‘to make a 
contribution to the nation.” 


“There are a number of 
public policy institutes at 
universities around the nation. 
This will be different,”’ he 
said. ‘‘It will be 
action-oriented. We don’t want 
to produce a great discourse 
that is going to be put on a 
library shelf somewhere. This 
is for the students. SIU can 
make a contribution to the: 
nation. 

“One issue we are goi 
look at is the Social Seutey. 
system. We are going to need 
to make some changes, but 
neither party wants to take the 
lead because they are going to 
be unpopular.’’ 


Despite the proactive 
mission of the institute, Simon 
said he would not lobby for 
Passage of any of the 
institute’s proposed legislation. 

The institute will study two 
or three topics ponyes year. Some 
funding comes 
university, and ‘Simone ‘will seek 
funds from endowments. 

He said he eventually h 
to build up a fund of $1 ion 
so the institute does not vane 
on the university.’’ 


Simon said use of bipartisan 
former senators will increase 
the chances of proposed 
Jegisistion being enacted by 


Congress. 

Besides Social Security, the 
institute will study 
environmental issues to come ‘ 
up with practical suggestions 
for k ation. ‘‘There is no 
Point in making pie-in-the-sky 
recommendations if they hurt 
the economy,”’ he said. 


Simon warned SIU officials i 
that some of the institute's * 
recommendations might be ** “ 
controversial and they could’ 

“feel some heat’”’ from 
politicians or the public. 

“We can reach poben and ey, 
something that may not 
politically popular; Be enia. 

“The institute may come out 
with recommendations that 
may not please everyone, but I 
think we can make a 
contribution to the nation.”’ 


While students will be 
gnvolied in institute research, 
the organization will not hold’ 
classes. Simon said he hopes.

Q: What’s the “gauge” 
number when referring to 
wire?

Questions and problems 
can and do arise in the 
world of crafts, just like 
anything else. We have a 
few commonly-asked ques- 
tions regarding various 
crafts, and of course the 
answers to tag along. We 
hope they'll be of interest. 


Q: Is there anything that 
hot glue should not be used 
on? 

A: Avoid metal, glass and 
some plastics. Remember, 
hot glue can burn. Use 
caution and never touch 
the tip of the gun. 


Q: How about cool melt 
glue? 

A: Use it on anything, 
including plastics and foam 
products. Don't leave fin- 
ished items in a too-warm 
place, though, or it could 
soften the glue. 


Q: How do! eliminate those 
“strings” when using cool- 
melt glue? 

A: Keeping the glue sticks 

in the:refrigerator before 
use will help. If they still 
plague you, use a hair dryer 
to melt ‘em away. 


Q: What's the best type of 
glue to use on felt? 

A: Tacky Glue wins here. It 
won't soak into the fibers 
and remains flexible. 
However, if the felt in 
question is on your pool 
table, don’t try it. That's 
something that should be 
left to the pros. 


Q: How do you hold foam 
blocks in a wicker basket? 
A: Two-sided tape works 
well. You can then insert 
wire through the blocks 
and inter-mesh through the 
wicker for added support. 


Q: What’s the best way to 
dry flowers? 

A: Silica gel. The procedure 
is lengthy, but the direc- 
tions are on the package. 
Once you get it done, spray 
the flowers with clear 
acrylic so they’ll hold 
together and, not get so 
brittle. 


Q: How do I clean dried 
flowers? 

A: Use "Dri-Splendor Dried 
Floral Cleaner," a new 
product at Frank's.

Q: How do I produce bright 
and shiny rubber stamp 
printings?

Q: Does a rubber stamp 
that’s been left lying around 
need to be re-inked? 

A: Maybe not. Try blowing 
across it. The moisture 
from your breath may re- 
moisten the ink already on 
the stamp. 


Q: How do you clean 
rubber stamps? 

A: Mix a 50/50 solution of 
water and glass cleaner-and 
moisten a paper towel with 
it. Press the stamp on the 
towel several times.

Home testing kits expand 
to measure drugs in samples 


In January, the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration 
approved the first home 
drug testing kit. Although 
controversial, this-kit has 
been wanted by consumers, 
parents and families of 
drug-rehab patients. 

The new test can detect 
illegal drugs, such as mari- 
juana, PCP, amphetamines, 
cocaine and heroin. 

The kit requires a urine 
sample to be put in a tamp- 
er-proof container and 
mailed to a government- 
certified laboratory. The
